Their Past, The Present, and The Future 


OR more than three 

decades, the pictorial 

stamps of the Bel- 

gian Congo have re- 

mained a_ pleasing 

feature of our al- 
bums. It is commonly claimed 
that the United States Columbian 
Exposition Issue of 1893 started 
the fashion in pictorials, but, al- 
though they did not make their ap- 
pearance until one year later than 
that, there is no doubt that the 
original Congo State picture 
stamps have exercised an appreci- 
able influence upon our hobby. 

Of themselves alone, the 1 fr. 
“Elephart Hunt,” and 5 fr. “Chief 
Morgani and his Wife,” attracted 
many eager recruits to the pastime 
that is now a_= science, though, 
these being comparatively high val- 
ues from a juvenile standpoint, 
their designs were perhaps oftener 
studied in the dealer’s catalogue 
than in their own mauve and lake- 
coloured actuality. These two 
stamps were practically the pio- 
neers of the immense number of 
zoological and ethnological issues 
that have followed them, and in 
the exceedingly popular depart- 
ment of pictorial stamp production, 
the Belgian Congo has to the pres- 
ent period continued to more than 
hold its own. Six years ago, the 
first of the “Native Workers” is- 
sue, as it is often called, was pro- 
duced, a series which, skilfully 
combining, as it does, the barbaric 
with the artistic, offers the finest

gallery of philatelic pictures of na- 
tive types that has ever been 
evolved. In its highest denomina- 
tion it includes the very cleverly 
contrived 10 fr. grey-black “Ele- 
phant’s Head,” thus completing a 
set of sixteen values, excellently 
designed by Emile Vloors, and en- 
graved and printed by the Ameri- 
can Bank Note Company with 
their accustomed finished skill.

The “Native Workers’”—includ- 
ing the 50 ¢«. “Hunter” (who is 
certainly a very strenuous “work- 
er’), and the aforesaid 10 fr. 
“Elephant”—have been with us for 
some time, and, no doubt, they 
have had an entirely satisfactory 
sale. Maybe, therefore, it is now 
the turn of some other topic. Be- 
fore, however, something that is 
possibly more cultured but probab- 
ly in the main less alluring, looms 
upon this Equatorial horizon, let 
us briefly recall certain facts that 


pertain to some issues of the 909,- 
000 square miles of wealth and 
mystery that we know as the Bel- 
gian Congo. 


The very first of the pictorials 
was the 5c blue, with vignette in 
black, that shows a view of the 
“Port of Matadi,” and here at 
once we come into touch with that 
dominant explorer, Henry M. Stan- 
ley, who may truly be termed the 
“Genius of the Congo,” and from 
who it is that the Port in question 
takes its name. It was when as- 
cending the Lower Congo River, 
that Stanley found his passage 
barred by an immense rock. Stanly 
blew up this rock with dynamite, 
which happening caused the na- 
tive to bestow upon him the name 
of “Bula Matadi,” or “The Rock 
Breaker,” a title that stuck to him 
ever after, to be further justified 
by his methods of dealing with 
subequent obstacles of all kinds, 
material and otherwise. The ac- 
tual word is “‘Matari,” and means 
“Rock,” but in certain parts of 
Africa, “D” is substituted for “R” 
and it was the former version that 
Stanley inherited. To this day all 
Congo officials and functionaries 
are styled “Bula Matadi,” which of 
itself is a perpetual memorial to 
the great man’s memory. The 
Port of Matadi is one hundred 
miles from the sea, where naviga- 
tion on the Congo ceases, there be- 
ing a succession of cataracts as far 
as Leopoldville, which town was 
called by Stanley after his then 
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employer, King Leopold II of Bel- 
gium. 

Stanley’s real name was John 
Rowlands, but he achieved all the 
feats that won him international 
fame under the name of his Ameri- 
can benefactor who adopted him in 
New Orleans after he had run 
away to sea from a Welsh work- 
house. Duing many years, Stanley 
was to all intents and purposes an 
American, and he carried the 
Stars and Stripes on at least two 
of his famous expeditions. Still, 
his heart remained with his own 
country, and but for a temporary 
lack of vision on the part of Brit- 
ain’s then advisers, the vast and 
wonderful Belgian Congo might 
have belonged to us. Stanley was 
then acting for King Leopold in 
the latter’s private capacity, and 
not as a Reigning Sovereign, and 
Stanley had an undoubted prefer- 
ence for making an agreement 
with the English. But when Sir 
Alfred Sharpe came to see him 
and make an offer from the Brit- 
ish Government, Stanley, who was 
better as a forceful expeditionary 
than as a patient negotiator, failed 
to clinch the matter definitely on 
the terms that were submitted to 
him. A Belgian force was at the 
time actually in the country, well 
armed and accompanied by three 
hundred native soldiers under the 
command, curiously enough, of an- 
other Englishman, Captain Stairs. 
It was that force which annexed 
the Congo, hoisting its flag at Ka- 
tanga, and thus acquiring what is 
probably the finest extent of fertile 
and valuable “high rain forest” in 
the entire Continent. (Certainly, 
I quite agree with you that Brit- 
ain can hardly grumble at the 
share of Africa which ‘She does 
possess. That, though, constitutes 
just a thought by the way!) 

From time to time, King Leo- 
pold displayed quite considerable 
interest in the stamps of the Con- 
go State, which territory had al- 
ways been to him a possession in 
which he took much pride, and up- 
on more than one occasion he 
caused complete sets of the stamps 
to be elaborately mounted and 
framed for presentation purposes. 
But the true “King of the Congo” 
was Henry M. Stanley, and it will 
be fully fitting that his portrait 
shall be included in the new issue. 
Before I have quite concluded this 
present little article, I will remind 
you of Stanley’s enlightened idea 
of the best use to which the Congo 
State might be put; a prescient 
suggestion that—who can tell?— 
may even yet become an accom- 
plished fact. 

Commencing in 1886, the earlier 
stamps bore the inscription “Etat 
Independent du Congo,” and the 
portrait of Leopold II, with beard 
that developed later into the pro- 
nounced “Chest-protector” pattern 
(see the issues of 1887 to 1892). 


The representation of this dense 
and ample beard printed somewhat 
unsatisfactorily in the case of—I 
think it was—some of the choco- 
late and also the dark blue stamps, 
and its Royal possessor is reported 
to have had the stamp-maker’s at- 
tention called rather forcibly to 
that circumstance. As we know, 
beards, whiskers (the latter now 
rumored to be extinct!), and mous- 
taches, frequently do give trouble 
in stamp portraits. It was, indeed, 
shortcomings of the kind that were 
largely responsible for the failure 
of the first Halfpenny and One 
Penny issues (June 22, 1911) of 
our present King George V. In 
1894 came the Congo pictorials, 
and twelve years later, when the 
erstwhile “Independent State” was 
transferred to Belgium, the in- 
scription became “Congo Belge,” 
with the Flemish “Belgisch Congo” 
added two years afterwards as a 
kind of sub-title, an arrangement 
that is today reversed in some of 
the “Native Workers” denomina- 
tions. The four fine Bradbury, 
Wilkinson air post stamps of 1920, 
each showing an aeroplane flying 
over African scenery, were an elo- 
quent embodiment of the spirit of 
“The Old and the New” as in- 
stanced by progress in what was 
once the Dark Continent, where 
Juju has thus given place to the 
Joystick, and the Witch-doctor be- 
come a very tenth-rate performer 
when compared with the Air Pilot 
and Mechanic. 


The Belgians are profound be- 
lievers in the potentialities of the 
aeroplane for colonization pur- 
poses, and this fortnightly service 
that was started in April, 1920, 
along the banks of the River Con- 
go between Kinshasa and Stanley- 
ville, proved to be of use in a 
police and military sense as well 
as postally. For the Baluba, 
Ubangui, Babuende (whose pre- 
sentments we see on the 5, 10, 15, 
20, and 40c values of the “Native 
Workers” series of 1923-25) and 
other local tribes, know from vivid 
War-time experience that the 
peaceful aeroplane becomes easily 
an instrument of destruction, 
wherefore they have developed a 
thoroughly healthy respect for to- 
day’s postal ’plane that tomorrow 
might likely enough visit trouble- 
some villages as a punitive and 
death-dealing “bomb-bird.” 

To a very considerable extent 
the Belgian Congo is still quite un- 
explored, and its fastnesses are 
known only to the Pygmies, the 
little, puny clever people whom all 
their big brothers fear and hold 
in respect. Many naturalists con- 
fidently believe that new animals 
will yet be found there; the Okapi 
only came to light a few years 
ago, and, in addition to other 
strange beasts, the natives are pos- 
itive that the Four-tusked Ele- 
phant is alive and to be met with.

For the moment we must be sat- 
isfied with the recent stamp por- 
trait of H. M. Stanley, the man 
whose epic journeyings laid the 
foundation of the Congo State. 
Starting out in October, 1874, to 
explore Central Africa, Stanley 
crossed from east to west, and 
reached the ocean again at the 
mouth of the Congo, landing at 
Boma, the capital, nearly three 
years later. Under the patronage 
of King Albert, the fiftieth anni- 
versary of that event was cele- 
brated at Brussels and also at 
Boma, where a monument is to be 
erected in the explorer’s honour 
in the form of a great lighthouse. 

This subject of the pictorials of 
the Belgian Congo and their pos- 
sible supersession, prompts us to 
ponder as to the future of that 
magnificent country. The Belgians 
themselves can never adequately 
people it, and it is here that we 
are reminded of Stanley’s bold 
proposal, already referred to. Even 
in those days, Stanley rightly per- 
ceived that the Race Question, the 
antagonism of White and Black, 
was, as he himself phrased it, 
“The open sore of the American 
race.” So Stanley suggested that 
the immense Upper Congo should 
form a home for the seven million 


FIRST DAY FOR STATE 
STAMPS 


Mr. H. S. Dickey of Newton, 
Kansas, advises us that the new 
State Surcharged stamps were first 
placed on sale at Newton, Kansas, 
at about 3:30 p. m., April 15th.

The overprint is in black, placed 
about an eighth of an inch from 
the bottom of the stamp design. 

It happened that Prof. Heffel- 
finger was standing at the stamp 
window of the Newton Postoffice 
when a clerk opened a package 
that had arrived on the fast No. 7 
Santa Fe train. The Prof. imme- 
diately spread the news to the 
other collectors in Newton and a 
grand rush was made for the post- 
office where the boys got busy ad- 
dressing covers to themselves. Be- 
tween the hour of four and six o’- 
clock when the office closed, the 
local collectors managed to address 
and mail somewhere between 300 
and 500 covers. 

Stamps of the 1c, 6c and 8c 
value were in the consignment and 
it is believed that these are the 
first stamps of the state sur- 


charged variety to be placed in 
use,

How many have you in 
your collection? Better get busy 
on the old type compounds if you 
have neglected them so far, be- 
cause the new Standard type is 
coming out from all over. Some of 
them are already rare and hard to 
pick up. 

If you have not already done so, 
NOW is the time to start a collec- 
tion of these popular stamps and 
you will never regret it. These 
neat looking cancellations make 
pretty album pages, the stamp it- 
self will give you plenty of excite- 
ment and pleasure. The best way 


to get in the game, is to buy a 
packet of these stamps, the largest 
one that you can afford, is always 
the cheapest, because it will bring 
you some of the scarcer varieties. 
After you have mounted them up, 
you can write your dealer for ap- 
proval selections and keep on add- 
ing. But don’t expect to complete 
your collection in one week or even 
a month, it will take you plenty of 
time to do this; but that is what 
makes collecting more interesting. 
How many of you lack the 6c 
Saint Louis in the old type 10x10. 
Why this stamp should be so scarce 
is a puzzle to me. I haven’t got a 
single copy in my stock and haven’t 
picked one up for more than six 
months. It jumped from 5c to 35c 
in the new B. P. catalog, but $1.00 
I believe would be more correct. 
Trenton, N. J., 1c coils have come 
on the market still plenty high, 
don’t pay too much or you may re- 
= it when you see the next cata- 
og. 
Chicago 5c coil in the old type is 
a rare one, will buy all you have 
at the present 2c catalog price. 
Cleveland old type 4c coil has a 
big future, and as far as I know 


has not been cornered by any col- 


lector or dealer. 

Davenport 3c, 10x10, is still on 
many want lists. 

East Pittsburgh, Pa., coils are 
not as scarce as the catalog indi- 
cates. 

Lansing, Mich., le coils brings 
to my mind Mr. Anthony’s article 
on the One Cent Coil in the Yel- 
low-Green Shade which appeared 
some time back in the Precancel 
Gazette, in which he called the col- 
lectors’ attention to the fact that 
these yellow green shades are re- 
issued coils. He tried to get an 
opinion from other Bureau Print 
collectors as to whether these re- 
issued coils should be listed sep- 
arately. 

I think they should be given a 
separate listing because some lc 
coils in the dark-green shade were 
scarce up to the time, when reis- 
sued. Take for instance Lansing, 
which listed 50c in the old catalog 
and was worth much more, until a 


collector discovered that they had~ 


some more lc coils at the Post 
Office and put them on the market. 
The result was that the stamp lists 
now only a nickel, which is unfair 
to those collectors who paid 50c 
for the stamp, because that stamp 
is still worth 50c or more, as it was 
the yellow-green coil that came on 
the market, or the reissued variety. 
We find the same thing on some of 
the 1%e and 3c coils. 

It is true we collect the cancel- 
lation and not shades, but since 
these shades are so distinct and 
come from certain cities that were 
hard to get and listed high in the 
last edition of the catalog, some 
arrangements should be made to 
include these in the next catalog. 


There is something that Bureau 
Print collectors have overlooked so 
far. Everybody tries to get gap 
pairs, line pairs or better yet, com- 
bination pairs in which the line 
and gap comes together, but very 
few have considered the plate num- 
bers on the ordinary varieties. If 
you collect line and gap pairs you 
should try and build up a collec. 
tion of the ordinaries with plate 
numbers, these are just as inter- 
esting and what more they are just 
as good a variety as line and gap 
pairs and much harder to get. Why 
not try it and see what a big kick 
you get out of this.

We have al- 
ways deplored the over exposition 
of early issues to the neglect of 
the modern ones, In the early is- 
sues the finest collections are avail- 
able only to the man of wealth 
while in current and modern 
stamps an outstanding collection 
can be built up as the stamps ap- 
pear and every urge to the col- 
lecting and specializing of current 
material will add to interest and 
promote the growth of stamp col- 


lecting. 

Too many collectors of U. S. be- 
come discouraged over — “fact 
that they have acquired about 


everything that their purse will 
afford and as a result, dispose of 
their collection. These men are 
men who base their collecting ac- 
tivities on the catalog listings and 
if the catalog will list the modern 
material in a thorough form, the 
interest is already created and will

Mr. Edward C. Bar- 
ron of Detroit refers 
to our editorial on 
page 233 of the issue of April 15th. 
Mr. Barron remarks, “You are 
right about Bureau Prints having 
a tremendous following. The writ- 
er became a convert about two 
months ago and it seems as though 
every collector I know or hear of 
is collecting them with some de- 
gree of seriousness. You are run- 
ning a precancel department under 
the able Guidance of Mr. Gunesch, 
but taking this week’s notes for 
instance—how many of your read- 
ers give a whoop about w rong font 
letters in Griffithville precans. I 
dare say not 5 in a hundred of your 
subscribers have any from that 
town, to say nothing of stamps 
enough to study types of letters. 
I do feel however, that some good 
wholesome notes on market condi- 
tions, scarcity of certain items— 
and applicable to Bureau Prints 
only, would be most welcome = v 
a host of your readers and to lots 
of others who would come to your 
subscription list for that feature 
alone.” 

Mr. Barron remarks further on 
the subject and calls our attention 
to the fact that there are many 
Bureau Print coil pairs in approval

selections that have all the fresh- 
ness of mint stamps minus the 
gum. It is evident to Mr. Barron 


as well as to ourselves that when 
these situations arise that there 
should be some notice taken of the 
situation by cataloguers and that 
prices on such material should im- 
mediately be revised by the pub- 
lishers of the catalogues. 

In effect Mr. Barron would have 
the publisher of the Bureau Cata- 
logue issue a monthly revision of 
prices in order to quickly cut the 
values on stamps that are acquired 
in quantity and placed in the mar- 
ket at prices that are unjustified 
by the supply in the hands of deal- 
ers who acquire these bootleg lots 
of stamps. 

Collectors can not hope for in- 
formation as to which certain 
stamps are obtained and marketed 
in this manner from the dealers 
who are selling them. . It is up to 
the collector himself to make note 
of these situations and report them 
for publication to some stamp jour- 
nal that has the courage to print 
the lists of such stamps and thus 
warn brother collectors of the fact 
that certain stamps are overpriced 
in the catalog. 

Mr. Gunesch referred to the fact 
that certain stamps were over- 
priced in the last Bureau catalog 
and was immediately jumped all 
over for his remarks regarding the 
system of pricing and the means 
by which the prices had been ar- 
rived at. Possibly his remarks 


were a bit beyond the point in 
some ways but it is clearly evident 
that many of the stamps are much 
overpriced in view of the fact that 
dealers own advertisements in the 
catalogue are offering many of the 
stamps at discounts of from 50 to 
60 percent below the catalog quo- 
tations. 


On the other hand, collectors 
must realize and consider that in 
some cases the only apparent 


available stocks of certain stamps 
are those that have been acquired 
by certain collectors and dealers 
and the fact that the stamps of- 
fered may be clean and fresh look- 
ing is no indication that they are 
either plentiful or overpriced. 

Notes of interest on Bureau 
Prints will be thankfully received 
by this publication and we will if 
enough interest is shown devote 
exclusive space to these stamps. 
We should be very glad to hear 
from anyone who will assist in this 
matter.

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The Mystery Solved 


Collectors have been wondering 
what became of their letters sent 
under care of Mr. Lindbergh from 
Brownsville, Texas, to Mexico City, 
Mexico. Some collectors have been 
of the opinion that Lindy should 
pay a little more attention to the 
Mail and less attention to the fe- 
male when he is on Government 
service. Reports of various kinds 
have been current regarding the 
possible fate of a large number of 
covers sent by collectors and it 
was only on April 9th that the 
missing covers were discovered. 

Perhaps a translation of the let- 
ter from the postmaster at Mexico 
City will explain the situation. 

“Possibility on account of the 
movement of the tri-motored aero- 
plane ‘Mexico,’ three sacks of mail 
matter forwarded by the postoffice 
of Brownsville, Texas, U. S. A., on 
the day of the inauguration of the 
aerial postal route MATAMORAS- 
MEXICO, penetrated way into one 
of the wings, remaining there until 
the 9th. inst., when they were dis- 
covered in Merida, Yucatan. 

In several of the postal letters 
contained therein there were found 
the enclosed, which, as you will 
notice they were re-cancelled un- 
der date of March 10th, last, so 
as not to lose their philatelic 
value.” 

It is evident that the transla- 
tion as printed above is somewhat 
poorly done as the statements are 
not clear. However the facts of 
the matter are that when the 
planes landed at Mexico City, three 
sacks of mail had shifted their 
positions or had become lodged in 
the wings of the plane and were 
overlooked. Later this same plane 
was used when the air mail route 
was extended to Merida, Yucatan, 
and when the landing was made 
there the extra sacks of mail were 
discovered. It is to be noted that 
the Mexican Postoffice Depart- 
ment realize that the covers to be 
of value to collectors should carry 
the proper backstamp of March 10 
as receiving date at Mexico City 
and these covers have been so 
back-stamped and have been for- 
warded to their proper destina- 
tions. 

W. Irving Glover, commenting 
on the lost mail, says “they were 
lost in the shuffle”, 

Roessler’s s Stamp News, remarks, 
indy is as much a hero in Mex-

ico as he is in the U. S. The ex- 
citement when he landed in Mexico 
caused such a great upheaval that 
the postal employees overlooked 
200 pounds of mail which was in 
one of the wings of the plane that 
Lindy brought from Brownsville 
and a month later three bags were 
discovered at Merida, Yucatan— 
where the chewing gum comes 
from. 

The covers so held up were given 
a special cachet reading *Carter- 
enum Mexico 140’ and should make 
a desirable addition to the page of 
U. S.-Mexico covers. 

Mr. Charles Winchell of New 
York, and Louis J. Guenzel also 
of New York have kindly supplied 
information for the above.

Mr. Harry J. Morse, of Los An- 
geles sends us an unique air mail 
piece. It is a Cartograph com- 
memorating the third anniversary 
of Western Air Express. The date 
of this anniversary is April 17th. 
For the benefit of those of our 
readers who do not know a Carto- 
graph when they see one we will 
explain that a Cartograph is sort 
of a live map. Instead of just riv- 
ers and railroads and dots for 
towns the map is cluttered with 
pictures typical of the various 
points of importance so that a 
study of the map gives one a very 
fair idea of the avocations and the 
occupations of the different locali- 
ties. Many early maps were of the 
Cartograph form and it is only in 
the past year or so that a revival 
of this style of map making has 
become the fashion, especially in 
advertising. 

This Cartograph is dedicated to 
Western Air Express and calls at- 
tention to the fact that Western 
Air Express in the three years of 
its existence has flown one hundred 
times around the world, 2,500,000 
miles.

Luther Burbank to be Honored 


From all over the country self- 
addressed envelopes continue to 
pour into the chamber of commerce 
office here, with the request that 
they be cancelled with a “special 
cachet” on the opening day of the 
Santa Rosa airport. No date has 
been set for that event, as yet, but 
it has been announced that the 
dedication will occur late this or 
early next month. 

No single event in the history of 
Santa Rosa, chamber officials be- 
lieve, has brought so much pub- 
licity to the city as the forth- 
coming airport dedication, largely 
due to the avid desire of stamp 
collectors for air mail stamps 
marked with the special cancelling 
devices ordinarily used on “first 
days” of airmail service. As a 
result, it is certain that a special 
design will be prepared for open- 
ing day with which to cancel air- 
mail stamps mailed out of the city 
in connection with the dedication. 

Although no formal action has 
been taken, it is probable that a 
“special cachet” featuring an out- 
line of Luther Burbank will be 
designed and used for letter can- 
cellation for air mail on opening 
day. 

The above statement is a clip- 
ping from the Press Democrat of 
Santa Rosa, Calif., under date of 
April 12th. 

Collectors can send covers direct 
to the chamber of commerce or to 
Rev. Eugene Brown, of the Phila- 
telic Mission, Box 533, Santa Rosa, 
Calif., who will be glad to mail 
them. The clipping is from Rev. 
Brown. 


Changes in Air Mail Schedules 


Several changes in schedules of 
air mail routes are to be made 
soon. These changes are no doubt 
being made in order to make bet- 
ter connections with the change 
in time also with the double daily 
service over the Transcontinental 
route which becomes effective May 
1st. 


Changes in Schedule are to be 
made in the route C. A. M. 1, Bos- 
ton to New York. Changes are to 
become effective May 5th. 

Route C. A. M. 19, New York to 
Atlanta will also change schedule 
on the same date. Route C. A. M. 
23, Atlanta to New Orleans also 
Route C. A. M. 29, New Orleans to 
Houston, will change their sched- 
ules also on May 5th.

He will be swamped 
with covers and wonder what hap- 
pened. Glad I got mine in early 
and hope he autographs them be- 
fore he gets writers cramp. He 
evidently doesn’t know what he 
has let himself in for.” 


First Flight, London to India 


The first plane on the air mail 
service from England to India 
landed on the return trip at Croy- 
don, two minutes ahead of schedule 
time, on April 14th. Truly a re- 
markable performance when we 
consider that this was the inaugur- 
al trip. The giant air liner came 
back from Karachi, India, carry- 
ing five passengers and 500 pounds 
of Air Mail, making the five thou- 
sand mile trip in seven days. Vice 
Marshal Sir Viell Vivian left Croy- 
don on the first trip to India on 
March 30, arriving there on April 
6 and starting on the return flight 
to England within 24 hours, he 
covered 10,000 miles in fourteen 
and a half days.

CUBA’S 1905-7 STAMPS 


Scott’s catalog illustrates some 
interesting varieties on Cuba’s 
1905-1907 postage stamps. A set 
of originals and the same set re- 
engraved, present a nice study. 
The 1, 2, 5, 10 centavos values each 
show differences. 

The one centavos original and 
re-engraved differ in the design in 
which the word ‘centavo’ appears. 
The original has ‘centavo’ in a base 
design the ends of which are 
straight; in the re-engraved the 
ends are not. The corners are 
rounded, and the center projects 
making a small square. 

The two centavos value has dif- 
ferences in the design around the 
‘2’. The original shows on the 
right of the two a leaf with two 
branches, while a longer leaf ex- 
tends upward on the same side of 
the two over the right top. The 
re-engraved shows a leaf with no 
extensions, it being one whole leaf. 

The 5c issue has differences in 
the upper corners. There is a 
three-pronged fork in each; in the 
original it is heavy, in the re- 
engraved it is lighter and the mid- 
dle fork is straighter and extends 
higher and there is a small out- 
lined circle in the center of this 
prong. Further differences appear. 
After the ‘A’ of ‘Cuba’ in the orig- 
inal there is no markings; after 
the ‘A’ in the re-engraved at the 
upper corner of the frieze in which 
appears ‘Cuba’ we find a small tri- 
angle the point pointing to the left, 
or the prong. 

The 10c shows differences also, 
in the original the word ‘Cuba’ 
being in a frame, that in the re- 
engraved shows a dot at each end 
of the said frame. 

We must study our stamps to 
find these differences and the ex- 
tant variations. To do so is to 
know your stamps. To study your 
stamps is to make Philately more 
interesting in its pursuit.

AUSTRIA’S OFFICES 

The postage of various nations 
for their offices abroad form an 
interesting study. The ‘offices 
abroad issues’ of Austria and Ger- 
many are no more; here I want to 
say something on the Austrian is- 
sues. 

Austria began in 1867 to issue 
postage for aie in the Turkish 
empire. Seven values appeared, 
the emperor, Franz Josef being 
featured in the designs. 

Sixteen years later a second is- 
sue came out, the designs of the 
stamps showing the royal double- 
head eagle, with the abbreviations 
“Imp. Reg. Posta Austr.” The 
last series of Austria in Turkey 
appeared in 1912-1915. From 1902 
to 1908 there were postage dues 
for Turk offices abroad issued by 
the Empire of Austria. 

These ‘offices abroad’ were dip- 
lomatic, postal, customs, or influen- 
tial areas held by a strong nation 
in a weak country, where it was 
not thought politic or tactful to 
annex such districts outright. 
These areas are under the deter- 
mined influence of foreign powers 
who wield the stronger hand, and 
the postage stamps for ‘offices 
abroad’ tell or suggest this story 
that is not often specifically told 
or emphasized for the reason that 
it is not ‘pretty’ history. 

With the first Austrian issues 
for Turkey, two groups of plates 
were used, to be distinguished by 
fine or coarse lines of hairs and 
‘whiskers’. Several of the issues 
are known in minor shades. 

The 1886-88 series shows some 
errors; the 10pa on 3kr green is 
in one instance an inverted sur- 
charge; one issue of the 5pa on 
50kr we find a double surcharge. 
The 20pa on 5kr has one variety 
of double surcharge and with an 
inverted surcharge.
